Selectmen's 2012 Town Report 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank all of the town employees, volunteer fire fighters, 
committee members and Trustees for their dedication to the Town of Danbury. We are very fortunate 
to have so many dedicated people who volunteer their time to fill the many positions necessary to 
make our local government work. 


In an effort to better put forward information and notices about town business and events we are 
working to enhance our town website. We have also purchased a sign board which we are placing at 
the end of North Road with notices of coming events. We hope this encourages more people to 
participate and be aware of what is going on in our town. 


This year saw a reduction in the tax rate, welcomed by all of us, as a result of the reduction in the 
school costs. 


This year the Town paid off the last of our long term debt which was the final payment on the Fire 
Department rescue vehicle. We have three warrant articles which request placing money in capital 
reserve funds for the replacement of fire department and highway department equipment in the future, 
one of which is to allow the Town to roll over funds not used in 2012. The amount requested is about 
equal to the amount spent last year on equipment purchases and debt payment so these articles will not 
result in an increase in the amount of taxes raised this year. We would appreciate your support for 
these warrant articles. 


A new town-owned fuel station was established this year for town vehicles. This will allow us some 
cost savings by buying in bulk and not having to prepay the fuel taxes which the town is exempt from. 


The Highway Department completed another section of Waukeena Lake Road this year. Included in 
this year's budget are the funds for paving Waukeena and the Danbury portion of Murray Hill Road 
that was prepared for paving last fall. 


The Selectboard has attended several meetings about the proposed Wild Meadow Wind Farm in an 
effort to gain information about the project, the licensing process and the impact on our Town if it is 
permitted by the Site Evaluation Committee of the State of NH. We have also hosted several meetings 
to give residents opportunities to ask questions and gain information about the project as well. 


In closing we would like to thank Diane O'Brien, who retired earlier this year, for her eight years of 
dedicated service as the Administrative Assistant for the Board of Selectmen. We wish her well on her 
journeys to fulfill her dreams.

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DANBURY COMMUNITY CENTER 
“Making Good Things Happen” 


At the DCC, we measure success in terms of the positive impact we have had in our community and 
on the lives of area residents. This has been a successful year of making good things happen in our 
community. Here are some highlights. 


Programming: We added two unique exercise classes to our repertoire of ongoing programs 
(Zumba and Belly Dancing), along with a new storage shed (Chris McClory’s Eagle Scout project), and 
an updated town Phonebook ($1,500 raised & plenty of books still available). We also created 
several part-time jobs at the center, increased enrollment and attendance in our After School 
Program (“Project PROMISE”) thanks to Becky Huntoon’s leadership, and had a super Summer Camp 
program directed by Samantha Huntoon, with support from Christina Peterson that augmented the 
DES Summer School schedule. We also had a middle school summer event at Copper Cannon Camp 
funded with All Stars Prevention program grant money, with 13 eighth grade students attending. 
Our first Christmas Tree lighting and Pictures with Santa (thanks to Kyle Levesque and our Danbury 
Volunteer Fire Department) drew a huge crowd of kids and their chauffeurs. Forty-five pictures 
were taken with Santa! 

After examining the program costs, we have reduced our community meals from three per 
month, to one meal on the first Friday of each month at 5:45pm. 


Staffing: It is with sadness that we said goodbye to valued team members Rhonda Bucklin (who 
single-handedly was responsible for initiating or improving fundraising events and activities resulting 
in an additional $4,800 gross income!); Michele Escobar, our bookkeeper; Amie Harvey, a board 
member (whose talents and creativity are sorely missed), and Kelly Damon, our custodian (who 
continues to keep our records tidy serving as Treasurer of our Board of Directors). We are happy to 
welcome Jessie Greenhalgh, Melanie Markiewicz, Peggy Bruning, and Chris McClory to the DCC 
team. Jessie will be helping out in the office, publishing the newsletter, and is the voice you'll hear 
on the phone and answering machine. Melanie will replace Michele as bookkeeper. Peggy will help 
with Project PROMISE three days per week, along with Chris (NRHS Senior), who will also help in the 
After School Program on Fridays. 


Grants: In 2011, we received $25,700 in grant money. In 2012 we received over $45,800 in grants. 
Besides our annual grant of $26,000 from Newfound Area School District for the After School 
Program, we received $6,300 for a middle school substance abuse prevention program called All 
Stars. We were also awarded a generous $3,000 by Franklin Savings Bank to replace our very tired 
kitchen appliances. Finally, the New Hampshire Charitable Foundation invested $10,500 for adding 
staff and other overhead expenses. 


Finances: Income has increased by almost $35,000 over last year, while expenses have only 
increased by $20,000. We came $15,600 closer to closing the gap between income and expenses 
this year. In 2011 we were $22,200 in the red. We closed 2012 only $6,600 in the red.

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Danbury Police Department 
2012 Annual Report 


The Danbury Police Department continues to strive to provide the best law enforcement 
services for the town. This year Officer Timothy Vincent joined our department. His addition to the 
force brings another full-certified officer to the ranks. Officer Richard Riley has returned on a limited 
basis and has been assisting the Departments on weekends. 


The statistics for our activity is staggering for a department of our size and our budget. Danbury 
Police Department has earned an excellent reputation in the region for our undaunted courage and 
dedication to law enforcement. Working with our area departments, we have made significant inroads 
in drug interdiction, burglaries and theft. We have earned convictions or guilty pleas at all our trials. 
We investigate crime and we arrest offenders. Our arrest and conviction totals are the highest it has 
ever been in Danbury PD history. Incidents of vandalism and criminal mischief are lower, burglaries 
have slowed down and the amount of serious traffic crashes had dropped. 


There is still much more to do. Drugs—especially pills—are still rampant in Danbury. Some 
have estimated that over half of the unlawful prescription drugs in the Newfound region are funneled 
through and sold from our town. Most—if not all—of our thefts and domestic violence are related to 
drugs and alcohol. Heroin, methamphetamine, cocaine, mushrooms, LSD, methadone, Percocet, 
Oxycodone and, the always present, marijuana are readily available and have been seized by law 
enforcement in Danbury. Most of these seizures began with a simple motor vehicle stop. 


We have increased our public outreach as well. Our Facebook page reaches thousands of 
viewers every day, we increased our office hours, officers frequent the DCC and we maintain high 
visibility of our most traveled roadways. It is our most earnest goal to maintain the safest community 
for our citizens while retaining our small town charm and welcoming character. 


In closing, it has been a pleasure and indeed an honor to serve as your Police Chief. I would 
like recognize Chief Tom Austin and the Danbury Fire Department for being the best public safety 
partner a police agency could hope; many thanks to Chief Michael Lewis and the Bristol Police 
Department for being our primary mutual aid community; thanks also to Hill, Alexandria, Andover and 
Grafton Police Departments for all their assistance this year and to the State Troopers of Troop D who 
cover emergency calls for our town most overnights of the week.

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2012 Report From the Danbury Planning Board 


During 2012 the Planning Board held three sub-division hearings, a lot line adjustment hearing 
and several preliminary consultations. It also participated in a joint hearing with the ZBA 
concerning the placement of meteorological towers on Forbes Mountain to study wind 
patterns. The board also began a review of current regulations concerning home occupations 
and cottage industries that will likely result in recommendations and revisions early in the year 
2013. 


The board also had several meetings with Ragged Mountain Resort leading up to an 
amendment to the Master Plan for the resort and Development Agreement with the town 
reflecting a proposed expansion of ski and recreational facilities at the mountain as well as a 
small hotel to be begun in 2013. Public hearings for this project are likely to continue 
throughout the year 2013.

In 2012 we were able to continue with the Waukeena Lake Road project. We 
were able to install new culverts; reclaim ditches for better visibility and snow 
removal; reclaim the road bed, and building the road back up. Due to rising costs 
of oil the paving was put on hold until Spring 2013. The Danbury section of 
Murray Hill road was also reclaimed and new culverts installed. Again, paving will 
be done in Spring 2013. Poverty Pond Road was ditched, trees removed, and 
culvert placed for ease of snow removal and visibility. We have a few smaller 
scale projects planned for Spring, once the frost is out. 


Super Storm Sandy decided to spare Danbury with little damage. We were able 
to chip any downed trees and branches with little impact on expenses and road 
closures. 


One of our largest expenses is road signs, road signs in a 50 mph zone are now 
required to have 9 inch letter, which adds to the cost of having these signs made. 
Several of these new signs have already needed to be replaced due to theft or 
vandalism, which is frustrating and costly.

We want to begin with our heartfelt gratitude for the generosity of so many during the 
past year. We are truly blessed to live in an area that is so supportive of our mission 
and participants. 2012 was successful year and below are just a few of the highlights: 

e Raised the Roof - Donations towards the SOAR campaign raised over $72,000 and with 
the addition of almost $10,000 in material donations we were able to complete the 
roof project prior to our summer season. As always there were some surprises - we 
found that our chimney was ready to crumble and the decision was made to install a 
Stainless steel flue in its place. Work has been completed and the building is now 
warm & dry. 

e Building Ownership - The Council for the TTCC was offered the opportunity to take 
ownership of our building. The building has always been owned by the Methodist 
Council and they generously allowed us to take over ownership as of January 2012. 
We have always felt that this was ‘our home’ but now it is official. This will allow us 
the opportunity to pursue grant funding that was otherwise unavailable to us. 

e We continue to offer scholarships for all programs so that no child is ever turned away 
due to a lack of funds. In 2012 to date we provided over $24,000 in scholarships to 
our local youth. We feel very fortunate to be able to ensure that all children receive 
a quality recreation experience in these difficult financial times - and we are grateful 
to our many donors for helping to make this possible. 

e With record breaking numbers (over 600 runners) this year the NH Marathon was able 
to give out $7,500 in donations to the TTCC Youth Programs, The Mayhew Program 
& the Circle Program. This donation gave each organization an additional $2,500 
over the 2011 amount. Dan MacLean, TTCC Assistant Director is taking over the 
reins as Marathon Director, Everett Begor, steps back (not down - as we are not 
letting him go far). 

e Our Baseball & Softball Commission, a very dedicated group of volunteers, completed 
the water project at our Wells Field baseball field in Bristol. They also were able to 
refurbish the field; build a new storage shed and make practice mounds at the 
batting cage. This group raise’s close to $40,000 per year to run this program that 
serves close to 300 youth during the baseball & softball season. 

e We completed our 6th Annual Westward Bound Teen Expedition. This year the youth 
were able to explore South Dakota & Colorado. Highlights of the trip included 
Mount Rushmore, the Crazy Horse Monument, a mine tour in Deadwood, a tour of 
the Historic Stanley Hotel and many buffalo, elk & wild burro sightings. All costs are 
paid through fundraisers, sponsorships, donations and grants. 

The Council & Staff at the TTCC have the benefit of seeing the difference that our 
programs make in the lives of our local families. We see it in the eyes of the child that 
makes their first basket, the teen that completes a high ropes course; becomes a 
Summer camp counselor, or just comes in as an adult to say ‘thank you for being there’. 
We see it in the gratitude of a mother or father that would not be able to send their child 
to camp or to an afterschool program without the benefit of scholarship funds. And we 
see it in our volunteers who are willing to give their precious time to a cause where they 
feel they are ‘making the difference’. We want to thank the Danbury community for 
your support and wish all of you a Happy & Healthy 2013!

The Lakes Region Planning Commission (LRPC) is an organization established according to state law to provide area 
communities and the region with the capacity to respond to and shape the pressures of change in a purposeful way. With a 
service area covering over 1,200 square miles in Belknap, Carroll, Grafton and Merrimack Counties, the LRPC provides a wide 
range of planning services to member municipalities. As our economy and world change, so does the work we are engaged in. 
The Commission offers direct and support services including technical assistance, geographic information systems, 
transportation planning, land use, environmental planning, hazards planning and economic development. Local, state, and 
federal resources primarily fund the LRPC. We also maintain a regular dialogue with state agencies as a resource for the entire 
Lakes Region. Our overall goal is to provide support, knowledge, and guidance to the governments, businesses, and citizens 
of the Lakes Region. 


Some of the services provided on behalf of the town of Danbury and the region in the past fiscal year are noted below: 
OUTREACH 


e Updated the town’s base map and created a map of traffic count locations in the town. 
e Coordinated the submission of town road inventory data to the NH Department of Transportation. 
e Provided copies of the NH Planning and Land Use Regulations book to the town at considerable savings. 


REGIONAL SERVICES 


e Modified and improved Community Facility maps for LRPC communities and posted them to LRPC’s website. 
e Reviewed and edited the draft Pemigewasset Local River Advisory Committee (PRLAC) Annual Summary. 


e Hosted a statewide meeting of the Regional Planning Commission (RPC)/Homeland Security and Emergency 
Management (HSEM) staff to discuss the process for Hazard Mitigation Plan (HMP) updates, Local Emergency 
Operations Plan (LEOP) updates, and other project issues. 


e Hosted over 150 people who attended LRPC’s Annual Meeting that featured Mark Fenton, Consultant, TV Host, 
Author, Professor, and Athlete who advocates community planning that promotes health and economic goals, including 
public transit opportunities and connected walkways, trails, and bike routes. Awards were provided to a number of 
people and organizations for their contributions to their communities and the Lakes Region. 


e Received substantial funding to prepare a new regional plan for the Lakes Region. A three year effort, the plan will 
include a comprehensive public involvement process and generate considerable new data for use by local 
communities. 


e Continue to provide program management and guidance for the Lakes Region Brownfields program. 


e Provided assistance to the Lakes Region Broadband Stakeholder Group, including meeting coordination, planning and 
mapping services. 


e Received funding from the Samuel P. Pardoe Foundation to conduct Smart Growth Assessments (SGA) for selected 
communities. 


e Released the 2012 Development Trends Report, which shows residential, commercial, and industrial permit activity 
on an annual basis. The 2010 data used in the report showed that the building permit activity stabilized after several 
vears of decline.

HOUSEHOLD HAZARDOUS WASTE 


Continue to represent the region at meetings of the Lakes Region Household Hazardous Product Facility to explore 
the ways and means the facility may encourage other communities to participate. 


Continue to organize and coordinate two annual Household Hazardous Waste (HHW) collections a year, involving 24 
member communities. In 2012, about 19,000 gallons of unwanted HHW was collected, keeping it from our landfills, 
backyards, streams, and lakes.

On behalf of all staff, volunteers and the trustees of Lake Sunapee Region VNA and Hospice 
(LSRVNA), thank you for the opportunity to provide home health and hospice services, long-term 
care and community health services in Danbury. 


Our Mission remains unchanged and LSRVNA personnel strive to support the dignity and 
independence of all Danbury residents. As in previous years, the LSRVNA Board of Directors has 
pledged that, within its financial resources, our Agency will continue to provide your community with 
all its services, except for long-term private duty care, regardless of insurance coverage or any 
individual’s ability to pay for care. 


I am proud to report that, in 2012, LSRVNA employees: 


> Provided 627 hours of nursing, therapy and in-home supportive care to 32 residents; 


> Provided 386 in-home nursing, therapy and social work visits to these residents. Six visits 
were provided without any remuneration to LSRVNA. 33 visits were provided under the NH 
Medicaid program. The NH Medicaid program reimburses LSRVNA at roughly 60% of the 
Agency’s visit cost; 


> One resident received 24 visits through our hospice program and, thanks in part to our 
support, she was able to spend her last days at home. Her family and loved ones are 
provided bereavement support and counseling at no cost; and 


> 76 Danbury residents utilized foot care, flu and blood pressure clinics as well as parent child, 
bereavement and other support groups provided by LSRVNA. 


LSRVNA staff remain committed not only to individual health and well-being, but to fostering 
community support and involvement which enables residents to help their friends and neighbors.

Organization Outreach Programs: 

e Flu Vaccine Administration: NANA immunized more than 98 clients and residents in the towns 
we serve. 

e Well Child Clinics: Monthly clinics were provided for physicals, immunizations, and nutrition 
and health education. 

e Hypertension (Blood Pressure) Screenings: 154 Clients 

e Foot Care Clinics: 275 Clients 

e Walk In Blood Tests: 112 Clients 


NANA provided a total of 5,943 visits during the past year plus 314 Senior Companion visits. 


All Hazards Planning: NANA is a participating member of the Bristol-Franklin Emergency Management 
System working with state and town officials to prepare and execute pandemic immunization plans and 
other public health awareness programs. NANA’s knowledge of special populations throughout the 
Newfound region is vital to planning for catastrophic events. 


Federal and State Programs: Federal and State Programs: NANA, along with other health and human 
services providers in the industry, continues to be challenged by economic impacts of County, State and 
Federal budget issues. Our reimbursement rates continue to decline while patient acuity rises as more and 
more care is delivered in the home setting. President Obama’s Affordable Care Act has decreased 
Medicare reimbursement to Home Health Agencies representing a decrease of 15.13% since 2008 for the 
same services. As one of the smallest certified home care agencies in New Hampshire, we are challenged 
to be more efficient and effective in our service delivery programs. The percentage of reimbursement for 
home care visits by payer: Medicare 63.2%, Medicaid 11.8%, Private Insurances 11.4%, and other sources 
131670: 


NANA provided 5 non-billable visits to Danbury residents: (Nursing 3, Physical Therapy 1, 
Occupational Therapy 1) totaling $775. These visits were completed to meet the regulatory requirements 
under the conditions of participation in the Medicare/Medicaid Certified Program and patient needs. 

Free care to 1 Danbury resident = $341. 

Nursing and Therapist shortages are compounded by our rural location. Salaries must be competitive 
with larger home care agencies and hospitals to attract and retain qualified staff. Increased gasoline prices 


also impact a professional’s decision to choose home care versus institutional employment.

2012 Annual Report 


This past year the Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District continued its cooperative efforts to promote waste reduction, increase recycling, and to 
provide residents with a means of properly disposing of their household hazardous wastes (HHW). The District held two (2) one-day 
collections, one in Littleton and the other in Plymouth. A total of 230 vehicles came to the two sites - one of our highest turnouts in the last 
six years. Some of this can be attributed to the low turnout last year in Littleton due to weather conditions. We also disposed of significant 
volumes of waste from two member communities that had material stored at their recycling facilities. As a result, a lot of material was 
collected. At both sites our contractor remained for over four hours after the close of the collection to pour off and consolidate the material. 
The total disposal costs were $32,460. The District was awarded a grant from the State of NH for $5,305. The net expenditure for the 
program was $27,155 (a cost of $.90 per resident). The table below highlights the District’s HHW collection data since 2007. The District 
also coordinated the pickup of fluorescent light bulbs that had been collected at member towns’ recycling facilities. Over 38,000 feet of 
straight fluorescent tubing and 850 compact fluorescents were recycled at a cost of just over $2,900. 


In 2013, the District will hold collections in Littleton and Plymouth. The actual dates have not been set at this time. Watch for them in early 
spring. The District takes great effort to provide these collection programs in a cost effective means, but the reality is that they are very 
expensive to hold. Individual residents can help keep the District’s disposal costs down and reduce the toxicity of the environment by 
remembering a few of these helpful tips; Buy only what you need. If you have leftover product, properly store it so it will last. Use biological 
controls and organic products for pests and diseases in the garden when feasible. Apply chemical pesticides only as a last resort and be sure 
to follow the directions on the label. Lastly, air-dry your leftover latex paint. When completely dried, latex paint maybe disposed of in your 
household trash. 


2012 also saw the District sign a waste disposal agreement/extension with North Country Environmental Services (NCES) giving the District 
members a long-term waste disposal option with very competitive pricing. The agreement which will take effect May 1, 2013 is for ten (10) 
years. The base tipping fees will be $59.75/ton for MSW (currently $65.65/ton) and $61.75 for C & D (currently $69.13/ton). Rates will be 
adjusted annually on May 1st thereafter by a percentage equal to the increase in the Consumer Price Index for the Northeast Region. NCES 
also agreed to contribute $5,000 annually to the District to help off-set expenditures associated with its one-day HHW collection program. 
This will help to lower District Dues for everyone. 


As always, citizens interested in participating in the development of the District’s programs are welcome to attend the District’s meetings. 
Information regarding the place and time of the meetings is available at all municipal offices and recycling centers. If at any time an individual

Our 
Natural Resources Team provide research, education and stewardship throughout the state with a “boots on 
the ground” approach in extending state-wide programs in forestry and wildlife, natural resource 
development, land and water conservation, and marine fisheries. 

e Community & Economic Development: UNHCE has a long history of supporting N.H.’s economy 
through its agriculture, forestry and fishing industry efforts. In addition to this, UNHCE has become well- 
known and appreciated for our staff's ability to convene and facilitate community members and groups, 
helping them to develop leadership skills and make sound decisions regarding the future.
